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Consumer Enterprises in Foreign Countries 


by Charles A. Meyer, Manager

F you define any U. S. concern which 

produces and/or sells consumer goods 
abroad as engaged in a consumer enter- 
prise abroad, a huge field for analysis 
exists. Products run the whole scale from 
Aipha to Omega—from corn flakes to 
Cadillacs. But whatever the company and 
whatever the product, certain aspects are 
common to all. And after having written 
reams of deathless prose, I’ve taken the 
liberty of concentrating on two of those 
aspects, “why” and “what effect on the 
recipient nation.” 

First of all, why does any U. S. firm 
engage itself in a consumer enterprise in 
a foreign country? Without exception, be- 
cause a market exists and because that 
market is or appears profitable. This is the 
starting point. Does a profitable market 
for the product or products exist, and then, 
can the profit be converted to and remitted 
in a currency which can be used by the 
U. S. firm? 

Assuming that a _ profitable market 
exists, and that profits are convertible 
and remittable, the manner in which that 
market is served will depend on several 
elements—the size of the market, its 
growth potential and the competitive pic- 
ture, to name three. 

For the producer or seller of any con- 
sumer article, the initial method of servic- 
ing a foreign market would probably be 
by export sales, and in this case no direct 
investment is necessarily called for. But 
the foreign market may be of such a 
nature that it can be served more eco- 
nomically, or more profitably, or perhaps 
only by investing in productive or sales 
facilities within the foreign country in 
question. At this point the factors of in- 
vestment climate become important. Not 
only currency convertibility and freedom 
of exchange, but taxation, labor and social 
legislation, cost of construction, availa- 
bility of skilled employes, ete. For the 
U. S. firm that investment 
abroad, these must be weighed one by one 
and together, on their own merits and in 
combination with whatever concessions the 
individual nation is make to 
encourage the type of investment under 
consideration. In addition, the U. S. firm 
can weigh the relative merits of several 
methods of inves 

The investment can be money or ma- 
chinery or technical assistance, or a li- 
censed process, or any or all. Much of this

Let’s assume, however, that the present 
and historical investment climate is wholly 
satisfactory; that the risk is justifiable in 
terms of the anticipated return; that the 
foreign market can best be served by a 
direct investment. This last assumption 
I believe to be increasingly true. What 
then? 

Obviously the retailer would list free 
importation of consumer goods as an im- 
portant factor in the investment climate. 
The trend, however, is toward development 
of local productive facilities in almost 
every country where a market exists that 
is sufficient to absorb any reasonable pro- 
duction. That is why I have assumed that 
the foreign market can best be served by 
direct investment. In the case of a pro- 
ducer it may be the only way. In the case 
of the retail merchandiser it is the only 
method which permits full development of 
the market, provided that consumer goods 
are available from whatever source. If the 
merchant cannot import at will, he must 
buy locally. If desired goods are not avail- 
able locally, he must interest existing or 
potential sources of supply in producing 
those goods. The producer, to make the 
investment, must assure himself there is 
a market. In short, a situation develops 
which can be summarized as “If you'll 
make it we can sell it,” and “O. K., if you 
can sell it we’ll make it.” Another evi- 
dence of the interdependence of producers 
and sellers as the two halves of the broad 
term “consumer enterprise.” 

These two halves form a whole which is 
of utmost importance in that it is dedi- 
cated to and dependent upon the standard 
of living of the particular country, influ- 
enced by and influencing this .standard 
simultaneously. Income is created and the 
incentive goods to absorb that income are 
made available in the process. 

Do not, however, get the impression that 
U. S. dollars and know-how are the only 
means to the ends of production and dis- 
tribution abroad. Patently this is untrue. 
People of every country have been buying 
consumer goods of all kinds for hundreds 
of years, goods produced by nationals and 
sold by nationals. But methods of both 
are often archaic, and selections limited, 
and when that is the case, the market may 
exist for U. S. firms to enter with results 
that are beneficial to the particular coun-

try and its people. 

Initially the prospect of competition will 
frighten the established native enterprise. 
But it has been my experience that retail 
competition is good for the competitors as 
it quite obviously is good for the com- 
munity. I am confident the same can he 
said of competition in production. I bring 
this up to answer the possible question of 
the reception to U. S. enterprise by other 
merchants and producers already estab 
lished. To my knowledge, they have pros- 
pered as we have prospered and the con- 
suming public has been better served as a 
direct result. 

Equally or more important, there are 
many expenditures which must be made 
locally to maintain any investment. Taxes, 
direct and indirect and including customs 
duties, total of native employes and total 
payroll and employe benefits paid out, con- 
tributions, local goods and services pur- 
chased. Frankly, Sears Roebuck is too 
recent a member of the foreign investors 
fraternity to have average statistics of 
their own per million dollars invested, and 
its experience would not be typical of a 
producer of consumer goods. But [’ll 
hazard a guess that to maintain one bi! 
lion dollars invested in manufacturing, 
distribution and miscellaneous enterprises 
in Latin America alone, the following 
annual expenditures result: 
Local taxes paid 
Local payroll 
Local goods and services 

purchased 


$300,000,000 
200,000,000 


250,000,000 
Number of employes 120,000 

I realize that no formula can apply, 
either to consumer enterprises or to all. 
In this ‘guesstimate’ taxes may be lower 
actually paid and local goods purchased 
considerably higher. But if an analysis 
of this kind could be made by a student 
of Foreign Investment to cover all U. S. 
direct investments abroad it would be a 
forceful argument for establishing and 
maintaining the proper investment cli- 
mate. 

To summarize, consumer enterprises in 
foreign countries must be profitable te 
justify direct investments. Profits must 
be remittable. 

The processes of operating such an en- 
terprise profitably result in income to the 
U. S. stockholder, expansion of the in- 
dustry or industries of the country in 
which the investment is made, more and 
better goods for the consumers of that 
country, and increases in the national in- 
come of that country, with a minimum 
of inflationary pressure. 

I would like to see governments and 
industries tabulate impartially the bene

HE Maritime Association of the Port

The maritime interests of the Port of 
New York have long played a prominent 
part in building up trade—tirade has made 
New York what it is today—and as is so 
frequently the case in such connections, 
New York now makes trade. After all, 
cargoes keep the ships sailing, and this 
traditional interest in world trade is the 
backbone of every shipping line. Many 
have pioneered in creating new markets 
by setting up shipping services to make 
possible such trade. This has now reached 
a point where this great port is linked by 
direct steamship service to every major 
trading area, and to most of those that 
mav be regarded as secondary. The roll 
call of ports ranges from Abadan to Yoko- 
hama. However, New York’s strong forte 
is the infinite diversitv of the cargoes it 
handles, both as exports and imports.

serve voluntarily as officers, members of 


the board of Directors, and as members 
of the various well-known permanent 
bureaus and committees which nandle the

efficient work of such organizations. and 
committees as the Security Bureau, Inc.; 
the Joint Steamship and Railroad Com- 
mittee; the Packaging Committee; the 
Steamship Operations Committee; the 
Rivers, Harbors and Piers Committee, and 
others. 

The Marine News Department of The 
Maritime Association is a most important 
adjunct in the functioning of the Ex- 
change, wherein all statistical information 
about the arrival and sailing movements 
of ships are posted daily. A special ser- 
vice for member-interests is a daily “Due 
List,” compiled forty-eight hours in ad- 
vance of vessels due to arrive in this port, 
showing agents, flag, probable dock time 
and berth, and other advantageous infor- 
mation for the marine industry. 

Legislative matters pertaining to pro- 
posed or introduced legislation affecting 
interests of the Port of New York are 
carefully watched by the Maritime Asso- 
ciation, and everything that can possibly 
he done to preserve our interests in this 
connection is capably handled. 

At the Maritime Exchange we have 
initiated a comprehensive survey and 
study of packaging for export, consisting 
of specialists from the steamship, insur- 
ance and shippers groups, and a packag- 
ing expert has been retained to make a 
detailed study of the condition of cargoes 
before and after arrival at various ports 
in the world. From such a study have 
come practical suggestions of interest to 


every exporter.

1 It has issued a second collation of CPR 31 which incorporates in the regulation 
ill changes made by amendments 1 to 14, inclusive The OPS sent this collation to 
importers; and copies of it are available at district offices of the OPS and at the office 
ff the National Council of American Importers 


2—It has issued Amendment 15 to CPR 31, effective November 26, 1952. This amend 
ment deletes everything after the first sentence in Section 18(c) (9) where “processing 
is defined As amended, this section now reads as follows: ‘(9) Processing. This tern 
means the sorting, grading, cleaning, repacking, assembling, or otherwise manipulating 
of a commodity but not to the extent that these results therefrom a new and different 
irticle having a distinctive character.’ The practical result of this amendment is to give 
effect to the exemption from price control of all imported spices, seeds, and herbs; and 
tlso to eliminate the shelling, roasting or salting of imported nuts from the definition 
f “processing This is done in order to make CPR 31 conform with Supplementary 
Regulation 41 to CPR 22, effective December 18, 1952, which authorizes persons shelling 
roasting, or salting imported nuts to pass through increased costs of such imported nut 
when processed and sold either mixed with domestically grown nuts, or as nuts which 
ire all imported 


3—The OPS has also issued Supplementary Regulation 1 to CPR 31, effective November 
20, 1952. This applies to all sales by importers and wholesalers in the United States of

CUSTOMS ENTRIES 


Not without effect upon the membership was the attempt made by Martin A. Kerner, 
president of the Customs Brokers and Forwarders Association of America, to clarify the 
misunderstanding, especially prevalent among importers, of the obligations that are 
assumed in making customs entry. At the Association’s last General Meeting, where con- 
siderable discussion was held on the subject, President Kerner pointed out that a Customs 
Broker must be regarded only as an agent and never as a principal in customs transactions 

‘The importer,” said Kerner, “is the principal and owner, and as such it is fitting that 
entry be made in his name so that he not only assumes the responsibilities which are 
properly his, but also that he may retain full control and receive any refunds or other 
benefits 

“When an entry is made in the name of the custom house broker, the broker becomes 
the importer and sole owner for all Customs purposes, assuming all the rights, privileges 
ind responsibilities attaching to such ownership, while the true importer for all practical 
purposes has no claim whatever to the goods 

“The mere filing,” continued Kerner, “of a so-called ‘owner's declaration’ is not suffi- 
cient to transfer these responsibilities and privileges to the importer. Such transfer can 
only be accomplished if the declaration is supplemented by a superseding bond, the cost of 
which must be borne by the importer 

“Obviously no importer wishes to surrender his title and ownership to a broker, nor 
does any broker desire him to do so. Nor is it good business to incur the inconvenience and 
expense involved in the subsequent filing of declarations and superseding bonds 

“Therefore the simplest and most sensible procedure,” Kerner proclaimed, “is the 
proper one, that is, that all entries should be made in the name of the actual importer, and, 
in order to avoid delays, the importer should give to the brokers a customs power of 


attorney enabling him to sign all necessary documents

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR IMPORT 
DEVELOPMENT—The new National Com- 
mittee for Import Development, which was 
formed a few weeks ago at the suggestion 
of our organization, is receiving enthusi- 
astic support from world trade departments 
of chambers of commerce, export organiza- 
tions, transportation associations and simi- 
lar groups at many of the leading cities in 
the United States. The National Council of 
American Importers is acting, for the time 
being, as the secretariat of this National 
Committee which is, however, an entirely 
independent group. The function of this 
Committee will be to consider all important 
matters affecting the welfare of our import 
trade in order to coordinate the individual 
efforts of the cooperating member organiza- 
tions. Early in the new year, the member 
organizations of this Committee will con- 
sider a legislative program designed to pave 
the way for an increase in our import trade 
volume. This program will include proposals 
for the simplification of our customs ad- 
ministrative laws; the repeal of the Buy 
American Act and other restrictive meas- 
ures, such as section 104 of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act; the renewal of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act in more effective 
form; the clarification of the status of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade; 
and some reasonable approach to the com- 
plex problem of customs classification. 

CONTRACTING PARTIES TO THE GEN- 
ERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS AND 
TRADE—The seventh session of the con- 
tracting parties to the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) was held in 
Geneva, Switzerland, from October 2 to 
November 10, 1952. At this session, the 34 
eountries which are contracting parties to 
the GATT handled many significant eco- 
nomic problems, and took actions on a num- 
ber of questions. Among these were deci- 
sions relating to the following: 

i—Adopted the text of a draft Inter- 
national Convention providing for the duty- 
free importation of commercial samples and 


of certain advertising material. In order 
to allow governments adequate time to ex 
amine the text of this draft Convention, it 
was agreed that the Convention should not 
be opened for signature until February 1, 
1953, and it will enter into force when 15 
states have accepted it 

2—Adopted a code of standard practices 
seeking to reduce documentary require- 
ments for the importation of goods, and 
recommended the abolition of consular in- 
voices and consular visas by the end of 
1956 

%—Considered the application of Japan 
for accession to the GATT. In July, 1952, 
the Government of Japan notified the con- 
tracting parties of its desire to accede to 
the GATT under the special procedure al- 
lowing tariff negotiations between a country 
wishing to accede to the GATT and those 
eontracting parties wishing to negotiate 
with her. At the seventh session, the con- 
tracting parties approved a_s resolution 
recognizing that Japan should take its 
rightful place in the community of trading 
nations, and decided that the condition and 
timing under which the Japanese applica- 
tion could be pursued should be referred to 
a special committee. At the end of the ses 
sion, it was decided that the new specia 
committee would meet on February 2, 1953 
to pursue this question 

4—Authorized the Netherlands to reduce 
its imports of wheat flour from the United 
States from 72,000 to 60,000 metric tons as 
an offset to restrictions against Netherlands 
dairy products imposed by the United States 
under section 104 of the Defense Production 
Act 

%—Considered the effect of the increase 
in the United States import duty on dried 
figs on the export trade of Greece, Turkey, 
and Italy Effective August 29, 1952, the 
duty on dried figs dutiable under paragraph 
740, Tariff Act of 1930, was increased from 
2% to 4% cents per pound as a result of an 
investigation made by the U. S. Tariff Com- 
mission under the escape clause provisions

in the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 
1951. At the seventh session, the contract- 
ing parties adopted a _ resolution under 
whose terms: (1) The United States Govern-

(3) The 
United States and Greece have initiated a 
study of the trade between them to de- 
termine whether the United States might 
make prov isional concessions to compensate 
Greece for the added duty imposed on her 
exports of dried figs to this country. 
IMPORTATION OF GOODS PRESUMED 
TO BE OF COMMUNIST CHINESE ORIGIN 
Up to the present time, the regulations 
of the Foreign Assets Control of the U. S 
Treasury Department relating to the im 
portation of goods presumed to be of Com 
munist Chinese origin continue in full force 
without any significant change Foreign 
Assets Control has announced that one of its 
officials recently completed a visit to Hong 
Kong, Macao, and other areas in the Far 
Fast for the purpose of establishing pro- 
cedures which will allow the importatior 
into the United States of Chinese type good 
which are in fact not of Communist Chinese 
origin; and press reports from Hong Kone 
indicate that as a result of this visit the 
Government of Hong Kong is expected to 
issue an announcement regarding the new 
certificate for goods of Hong Kong origin 
which that Government will issue under the 
arrangements made with F.A.C. 
FIRECRACKERS—On December 15, 1952

portation during the first six months of 
1953 of a limited quantity of firecrackers

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


JAPAN—Gift parcels addressed to individuals in Japan are free of customs duty and 
taxes, provided (a) the parcel is plainly marked “Gift,” (b) the contents consist solely of 
bona fide gifts for the addressee and his family, and (e) the value is estimated by the 
Japanese Customs Authorities at not more than 1,500 yen (about $4.20) and the duty if 
collected would not exceed 300 yen. Gift parcels sent to charitable institutions for reliet 
purposes are likewise admitted free of duty. 


HONG KONG—The Office of International Trade, Department of Commerce, has estab- 
lished a general license which permits the exportation of trade samples under certain 
conditions to Hong Kong. Patrons desiring information as to the conditions under which 
the general license for samples to Hong Kong may be employed, should contact the 
Office of International Trade, Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., or any 
field office of the Commerce Department.

All Ethiopian customs duty proclamations, regulations, degrees, and notices and all 
taxes, duties, and imposts on imports and exports published in the Negarit Gazeta and in 
force on Se ptember 15, 1952, are extended for applications throughout the Empire of 
Ethiopia, including Eritrea, 

Goods transiting the Empire to or from countries having a common land boundary with 
the Empire are not subject to customs duties or taxes. However, payment of a transit 
fee amounting to 1%% of the value of the goods is required, and the value of such goods is 
determined in the same manner as the value of goods imported into Ethiopia.

INTERMEDIATE CONSIGNEE AMENDMENTS 

Kequirements for intermediate consignee amendments to export licenses have caused 
a great deal of confusion to exporters—-especially those who ship through an intermediate 
country to an ultimate destination in a second country. 

Where the intermediate consignee is in the same country as the ultimate consignee 
OIT’s only requirement is that the proper intermediate consignee be shown on the shipper'’s 
export declaration. In such cases, no amendment to the export license is required, even on 
licenses which show, in the space marked intermediate consignee, the words “unknown” or 
“none,” or where an intermediate consignee other than the one named on the shipper’s 
export declaration is shown. 

The problem is complicated only when the shipment passes through an intermediate 
country to reach its ultimate destination. For such shipment, the intermediate consignee 
in the country where the goods are first unloaded must be shown on the export license 
and the shipper’s export declaration 

OIT realizes that the shipper sometimes does not know the intermediate consignee 
when he applies for an export license. In such circumstances, it is frequently necessary 
to obtain a last-minute amendment to the license. OIT will provide special service on this 
type of amendment and, when necessary, teletype the clearance to the Collector of 
Customs, holding the license so that shipment may be made with a minimum of 
inconvenience

CUSTOM REGULATIONS AMENDED——AUTOMOBILES ENTERED 
UNDER 6-MONTHS’ BOND 


The following amendments of the Customs Regulations of 1943 will authorize the 
use of informal entries, customs Form 5119, supported by a bond with surety or with a 
cash deposit in lieu thereof, for the entry of automobiles under section 308 (5), Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended, regardless of value, in those cases in which the procedure 
relating to touring certificates, section 10.41, Customs Regulations of 1943, is not 
followed. This regulation will not result in the taking of formal entries, touring permits 
invoices, bonds, or any other documents which are not being taken under existing practices

Collectors of customs shall suspend the liquidation of all unliquidated entries 
requiring a determination of the clean content of wool or hair, or the reliquidation 4 
any such entries which may have been made the subject of protest pursuant to 
provisions of section 514, Tariff Act of 1930. Pending the issuance of the special instruc 
tions referred to in the last paragraph of this circular, such protested entries shall he 
retained by collectors of customs 

Nothing in these instructions is intended to affect in any manner the customary 
procedures with respect to the sampling, testing, or examination of imported wool or 
hair 

Upon the issuance of the amended regulations, they shall be applied immediately to 
current importations. Special instructions will be issued with respect to the application 
of such regulations in other cases. (C/L 2824.)

It has been concluded that customs clearance without requirement of an entry may 
be extended, in the discretion of the collectors of customs, to certain non-commercial 
shipments in addition to those for which such clearance is now provided for in the 
customs regulations (see section 10.20). 
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Since an entry may not be required for certain shipments of household effects, 
section 10.11 (a), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR 10.11 (a)), is hereby amended by 
deleting “in connection with the entry” and substituting therefor “to support the claim 
for free entry.” [T.D. 53136.]

To eliminate an implication that an individual entitled to the privilege provided for 
in the second proviso to paragraph 1798, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, must be the 
actual owner of the articles to which the privilege applies, and since an entry may not 
be required for certain shipments of such articles, section 10.15, Customs Regulations of 
1943 (19 CFR 10.15), is amended to read as follows: 

10.15 Tools of trade.—When professional books, implements, instruments, or tools 
of trade, occupation, or employment are claimed to be free of duty under the first 
clause of paragraph 1747, Tariff Act of 1930,!° or under the second proviso to para- 
graph 1798, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended,'* a declaration of the emigrant or returning 
individual shall be required to support the claim for free entry. The declaration shall 
be on customs Form 3299 if the declarant is an emigrant or nonresident returning 
from abroad, and on customs Form 3297 if the declarant is a returning resident of the 
United States, except that, as to any such articles claimed to be free of duty under 
the said second proviso to paragraph 1798, an oral declaration of the returning indi- 
vidual may be accepted in lieu of a written declaration. (Sec. 201 (pars. 1747, 1798), 
46 Stat. 680, 683, as amended, sec. 624, 46 Stat. 759; 19 U. S. C. 1201 (pars. 1747, 
1798), 1624.) [T.D. 53136.] 

Footnotes 17 and 19 appended to section 10.15 are amended by deleting the reference 
numbers, so that each such note will become a second paragraph of the immediately 
preceding footnote. 
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To broaden the provision for clearance of certain duty-free noncommercial shipments 
without requiring that an entry be filed, section 10.20, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 
CFR 10.20), as amended, is further amended as follows: 

Paragraph (a) is amended to read: 

(a) Effects and tools of trade.—When effects claimed to be free of duty under the 
first clause of paragraph 1798 or the second préviso to paragraph 1798, Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended, do not accompany the importer on his arrival in the United States 
or are forwarded in bond, a declaration of the importer on customs Form 3299 in the 
case of a nonresident, or on customs Form 3297 in the case of a returning resident, 
shall be required to support the claim for free entry, except returning resident, shall 
be required to support the claim for free entry, except that as to effects which are 
free of duty under the said second proviso paragraph 1798, an oral declaration of the 
importer may be accepted in lieu of a written declaration on Form 3297. If the collector 
is satisfied that an entry would serve no good purpose, none need be required, but 
evidence of ownership for customs purposes, such as a carrier’s certificate or properly 
endorsed bill of lading, shall be required in connection with the declaration. Such 
exemption from entry may also be applied with respect to household effects or tools of 
trade entitled to free entry (see sections 10.11 and 10.15 respectively) which are 
unaccompanied or forwarded in bond. [T.D. 53136.]

PROPOSED AND NEW TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


The Bureau of Customs has announced that it proposes, under the provisions of Section 
16.10a(d), Customs Regulations of 1943, to consider changes in the classification of the 
following: 

Wheat Unfit for Human Consumption: The existing uniform and established practice 
of classifying wheat containing 30 percent or more of damaged kernels as “wheat, unfit for 
human consumption” under the provisions of paragraph 729, Tariff Act of 1930, is under 
review by the Bureau of Customs for the purpose of determining again, in the light of 
recent technological developments, when wheat is classifiable under paragraph 729 as wheat 
unfit for human consumption 

Darthronol and Heptuna Capsules: The lureau is also considering a change in the 
classification of darthrono! and heptuna capsules composed in part of Niacinamide and 
riboflavin derived from coal tar. At the present time these are classified under the pro- 
visions of par. 23 as medicinal substances in capsules, but the Bureau states that it appears 
probable that they are properly classifiable under the provisions of par. 28(a) 

Dowels, Rough Dowels, and Rough Rounds: The Bureau by its letter to the collector of 
ustoms at New York, dated October 27, 1952, ruled that dowels, rough dowels, and rough 
rounds are properly classifiable as wood, unmanufactured, not specially provided for, under 
paragraph 405, Tariff Act of 1930 

This decision will be effective as to such or similar merchandise entered for consump- 
tion or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after the expiration of 90 days after 
the date of publication of an abstract thereof in a forthcoming issue of the weekly Treasury

QUOTA ON FISH (ITEM 717(b), T. D. 51802) 


The following procedure is established for the control of the tariff-rate quota on fish, 
fresh or frozen (whether or not packed in ice), filleted, skinned, boned, sliced, or divided 
into portions, not specially provided for: cod, haddock, hake, pollock, cusk, and rosefish, 
for the calendar year 1953, as prescribed in the proviso to item 717(b), Part I, Schedule 
XX, of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (T. D. 51802). 

In order to afford equal opportunities at all ports of entry for filing entries and 
withdrawals for consumption at the opening of the quota periods, January 2, April 1, 
July 1 and October 1, 1953, no entries for consumption or warehouse withdrawals for 
consumption covering these commodities shall be presented on the above dates before 
12 noon, eastern standard time, 11:00 a. m., central standard time, 10:00 a. m., mountain 
standard time, and 9:00 a. m., Pacific standard time. 

Entries and withdrawals for consumption covering the quota fish may be accepted 
at the rate of 1% cents per pound provided the delivery permit is not delivered to the 
importer or his agent pending determination of their quota status. If delivery permit is 
desired before such determination, importers shall be required to deposit estimated duties 
at the rate of 2% cents per pound. 

At ports where a number of entries, or withdrawals, for consumption are anticipated 
all importers desiring to file such entries covering quota-class fish at the opening of the 
quota shall be gathered in one place and special arrangements made so that all such 
entries may be presented at the exact moment of the opening of the quota. Entries so 
presented in proper form with the deposit of estimated duties will be considered as 
accepted at the opening moment even though a certain period of time may be required 
by the customs officer for checking purposes. 

Customs Form 3161 shall show the time zone and exact standard time of presentation 
of each entry and withdrawal for consumption covering the quota-class fish for the 
opening day of each quota period and the time of acceptance for the remainder of each 
period 

To insure uniformity of practice and that importers at one port shall not be accorded 
privileges with respect to the entry of any quota merchandise which are denied at other 
ports, you are hereby instructed that no extension of time for making entry shall be 
allowed under section 8.59(i), Customs Regulation of 1943, as amended, with respect to 
any quota merchandise, if such extension includes the first day of the quota period for 
the merchandise in question 

The quota on fish (paragraph 717(b)) for the calendar year 1953 will be determined 
and published in a Treasury Decision as soon after December 31, 1952, as possible. (C/L

BLENDING OF DISTILLED SPIRITS OR WINES AND BOTTLING 
OF DISTILLED SPIRITS; SHIPMENTS TO PUERTO RICO; ETC. 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from 
Karl G. Grigsby, Acting Head, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax [ivision, Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, dated November 21, 1952, which is self-explanatory. 

“In Bureau vf Customs Circular Letter No. 1569 dated June 18, 1936 (issued pursuant to 
request of the former Federal Alcohol Administration), you directed attention to the fact that 
the blending of distilled spirits or wines and the bottling of distilled spirits in Class 6 Customs 
Warehouses, for exportation, were operations requiring the warehouse proprietors to obtain 
appropriate basic permits under Section 3(b) of the Federal Alcohol Administration Act. 

“The blending of distilled spirits or wines and the bottling of distilled spirits in such Class 
6 Warehouses for purposes of exportation to Puerto Rico requires compliance not only with the 
cited permit provisions of the Act, but also with the labeling provisions of Section 5(e) of that 
Act. The distinction (as regards labeling) between products destined for Puerto Rico and those 
destined for world markets stems from the fact that under Section 17(a)(2) of the FAA Act, 
the territories of Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico are specifically included within the definition 
of “State” and “interstate commerce,” as these terms are used in Section S(e) of that Act, 
whereas alcoholic beverages bottled for export to other destinations are, by regulation, exempt 
from FAA labeling requirements 

“Section 5(e) of the FAA Act, among other things, requires bottlers of distilled spirits and 
wine to procure Certificates of Label Approval (Form 1649) covering labels used by them on 
goods bottled for shipment in interstate commerce, including the territory of Puerto Rico; and 
that Act further authorizes and directs Internal Revenue and Customs officers, as the case 
may be, to withhold the release of bottled goods unless such certificates have been obtained 

“There is some indication that in the past distilled spirits have been reduced in proof, or 
blended, and bottled in Class 6 Custom Warehouses for shipment to Puerto Rico without regard 
to the labeling requirements of the FAA Act. It would, therefore, be appreciated if you would 
issue appropriate instructions to your field officers that in the case of each bottling of alcoholic 
beverages in Class 6 Warehouse, for shipment to Puerto Rico, the proprietor of the warehouse 
must submit to the Customs officer, for examination, a Certificate of Label Approval under the 
FAA Act (Form 1649) covering the sets of labels affirved to the coutainers 

“Applications for Certificates of Label Approval (Form 1647) may be obtained by the 
warehouse proprietors from the nearest office of Assistant District Commissioner of the Internal 
Revenue Service (Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division), or from the Division’s headquarters in 
Washington. However, all applications for label approval must be filed with the headquarters’ 
7“ of the Alcohol and Tobacco Tar Division, Bureau of Internal Revenue, Washington, D. C.”

Pursuant to section 17 of the Plant Quarantine Act of 1912 (7 U. S. C. 160), the Secre 
tary of Agriculture hereby amends Citrus Fruit Quarantine No. 28 (7 CFR 319.28), as 
amended, by adding at the end of the second undesignated paragraph thereof a new 
sentence to read as follows: “This prohibition shall not apply to importations into Alaska 
of oranges of the mandarin class grown in Japan, but such importations are subject t: 
permit and other requirements under the Fruits and Vegetables Quarantine (§ 319.56).” 

The foregoing amendment is for the purpose of authorizing the importation into 
Alaska of Japanese mandarin oranges subject to the requirements of the Fruits and 
Vegetables Quarantine, since it has been determined that such importations will not 
introduce into the United States the plant diseases specified in the Citrus Fruit Quarantin« 
The amendment constitutes a relieving of restrictions heretofore imposed. Japanes« 
mandarin oranges are now being harvested and American importers are anxious to land 
shipments in Alaska. In order to be of maximum benefit to such importers, this amendment 
should be made effective as soon as possible. Therefore, pursuant to section 4 of the 
administrative Procedure Act (5 U. 8S. C. 1003) it is found upon good cause that notice and 
public procedure on the foregoing amendment are impracticable, unnecessary, and con 
trary to the public interest. Since this amendment relieves restrictions it may properly be 
made effective under said section 4 less than 30 days after its publication in the FEDERAL 
REGISTER, ([B.E.P.Q—Q2s.] 

This amendment shall be effective November 21, 1952 


AMENDMENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE L’STRUCTIONS PRESCRIBING 
METHOD OF TREATMENT OF CERTAIN FRUITS FROM MEXICO 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon the Chief of the Bureau of Entomology and 
Vilant Quarantine by § 319.56-2 of the regulations supplemental to the Fruit and Vegetabl: 
Quarantine (Notice of Quarantine No. 56, 7 CFR 319.56), the administrative instruction 
(7 CFR Supp. 319.56-2g) prescribing methods of treatment of oranges, grapefruit, tangerine 
and Manila mangoes from Mexico are hereby amended in the following respects: 


1. Section 319.56-2g (a) (1) is amended to read as follows: 


(1) Kither of the approved vapor-heat schedules of treatment specified in paragrapi 
(b) of this section will meet the treatment requirements imposed under §319.56-2 as a 
condition of the issuance of permits for (i) the importation from Mexico of commercially 
sound oranges, free of leaves and other plant debris, or (ii) the importation from Mexico 
during the 5-month period beginning November 1 and ending the following March 31, of 
commercially-sound tangerines, with tight skins and free from air pockets or puffiness, 
and free of leaves and other debris. 


2. Section 319.56-2g@ (na) (2) is amended to read as follows: 

(2) The approved vapor-heat schedule of treatment specified in paragraph (b) (1) of 
this section will meet the treatment requirements imposed under § 319.56-2 as a condition 
of the issuance of permits for the importation from Mexico of commercially-sound grape 
fruit and Manila mangoes, free of leaves and other plant debris. 

The purpose of the foregoing amendment is to authorize an additional schedule of 
vapor-heat treatment, previously authorized for oranges only, as a condition for the 
issuance of permits for the importation from Mexico during the 5-month period beginning 
November 1 and ending the following March 31, of commercially-sound tangerines, with 
tight skins and free from air pockets or puffiness, and free of leaves and other debris 
Accordingly, the foregoing amendment relieves restrictions now in effect. In order to be of 
maximum benefit to shippers, the new authorization should be made effective as soon as 
possible. Therefore, pursuant to section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C 
1003) it is found upon good cause that notice and public procedure on the foregoing amend 
ment are unnecessary, impracticable, and contrary to the public interest, and since this 
amendment relieves restrictions it may properly be made effective under said section 4 les:
